Sub :-Provident Fund - Measure to ensure correct maintenance and 

prompt settlement of Provident Fund accounts - Instructions issued . 
Ref :-Letters No. PFI/G1/9-3 /64-65 /79 and 140 dated 23 /27-7-1964 and 

31-10-1961 from the Accountant General. 
It is laid down in Sub-rule (k ) of rule 163 of the Kerala Treasury Code, 
Volume I , that deductions towards Provident Fund, State Life Insurance 
(Official Branch ), etc., made in pay bills shall be supported by separate 
schedules in the prescribed forms detailing the deductions. Form T. R. 104 
has been prescribed for preparing the schedules for Provident Fund deductions 
[vide G. O. (P ) 313/64 ]Fin . dated 30th May 1961.]. 

2. The Accountant General has brought to the notice of Government 
that furnishing of wrong account numbers as well as non - furnishing of 
account numbers in the Provident Fund schedules by drawing officers 
mainly accounts for the mistakes in the accounting of Provident Fund credits 
and the increase in the number of unposted /missing credits in his office. 

3. Government consider that the furnishing of the correct account 
number against the name of each subscriber in the Provident Fund schedule 
willminimise mistakes in accounting and reduce the number of unposted / 
missing credits . All drawing officers are, therefore, directed to maintain a 
list of the Provident Fund subscribers whose pay is drawn by them . The 
list should be prepared in alphabetical order indicating the name of each 
subscriber and his correct Provident Fund Account No. The correct 
account No. should be noted in the list with reference to the admitted 
application of the subscriber . Whenever a subscriber is transferred from 
one office to another, the concerned drawing officers will bring the lists 
maintained by them up -to-date by removing/incorporating the details of the 
subscriber . The drawing oflicers can with the help of the above list (s) 
ensure that the correct provident Fund account numbers are noted against 
the names of the subscribers in the schedules attached to the monthly pay 
bills. They will also furnish in the Provident Fund schedules attached to the 
monthly pay bills a certificate to the effect that the account numbers have 
been verified with reference to the lists maintained by them .

APPENDIX I 
In exercise of the powers under the proviso to Articles 309 of the 
Constitution , the Governor is pleased to make the following rules : 

1. Short title . These rules may be known as " The Kerala Government 
Servants Medical Attendance Rules, 1960" . 

2. Extent of Application .- ( 1) These rules shall come into force with 
immediate effect, in supersession of all other rules on the subject, provided 
that all claims which might have accrued under any rules in force before 
the coming into force of these rules, will be dealt with and disposed of 
under the appropriate rules. 

(11) In respect of gazetted officers belonging to the erstwhile Travan 
core- Cochin State, these rules shall apply with retrospective effect from 
15-8-1956 . 

3. Definitions- For the purpose of these ruleg .- (a ) "Government 
servant " means a whole time Government servant employed under 
Government and under its rule making control and includes employees 
under the Central and other State Governments with whom reciprocal 
arrangements in respect of medical attendance have been entered into 
by Government, but does not include non -pensionable employees paid 
from contingencies, part-time employees and honorary workers 
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G.O ( P ) 128162 dated 29-1-1962 . 
( b ) " Government" means the State Government of Kerala . 

( c ) Authorised Medical Attendant means the District Medical Officer 
of Health or Principals of Medical Colleges or Principals of Ayurveda 
Colleges or Superintendent of Ayurveda College Hospital, Trivandrum 
or Superintendent, Maternity Hospital, Poojapura or the Assistant District 
Medical Officer of Health of the District whoever is in charge of the 
District Hospital as Superintendent in which the treatment is given , or 
the District Indigenous Medical Officer or such other Medical officer as 
may be designated by general or special orders " . 

G.O ( P )61860 dated 7-9-1960 
Note : " The District Medical Officer of Health or the Principals of 
Medical Colleges or the Assistant District Medical Officer of Health 
whoever is in charge of the District Hospital as Superintendent is hereby 
authorised to certify Medical Officers working in particular Government 
Medical Institutions as Authorised Medical Attendants for all Government 
servants stationed in specified local areas and their familles provided 
that the District Medical Officer of Health or the Principals of Medical 
Colleges or Principals of Ayurveda College and Superintendent of Ayurveda 
College Hospital, Trivandrum or Superintendent, Maternity Hospital, 
Poojapura or the Assistant District Medical Officer of Health as the case 
may be shall invariably be the Authorised Medical Attendant for all 
officials in the District, whose salary exceeds Rs. 500 per mensem " .

( d ) Government Medical Institution includes all Government 
Hospitals, Government Ayurveda and Homoeo Institutions, Primary and 
Secondary Health Centres, Public Health Laboratories and Special Insti 
tutions like T.B. Sanatorium , Leprosy Asylum and Mental Hospital 
maintained by Government for providing medical relief" . 

G.O. (P ) No. 19|61|HLD dated 5-1-1961 
( e ) " Family" means and includes the wife or husband, children 
Including adopted children , step -children , and parents wholly dependent 
upon the Government servant. 

"Medical Attendance" means the professional advice and care during 
sickness or injury whether at a Government Medical Institution , or in 
the consulting rooms of the Authorised Medical Attendant or at the 
residence of a Government servant entitled under these rules 
to medical attendance at his residence. It includes such surgical treatment 
as is available at Government Medical Institutions or can suitably be given 
at a Government servant s residence or at the consulting rooms of the 
Authorised Medical Attendant as also Bacteriological, Pathological, 
X -ray and other clinical examinations available at Government Medical 
Institutions. 

(1 ) "Medicines" do not include proprietory preparations for which 
equally effective alternative preparations are available, primary foods, 
iono , dentures, spectacles, toilet preparations or disinfectants. 
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Note : -A list of articles which are not considered as medicines will 
be found in Appendix A . The Director of Health Services is authorised 
hereby to make additions or alterations to this list from time to time. 

4. Persons Entitled to Free Medical Attendance.-- ( 1 ) All Government 
servants are entitled to free of all charges except as expressly specified 
in these rules , to medical attendance by their Authorised Medical 
Attendant. 

( 2 ) Government servants are entitled to free medical attendance 
irrespective of whether they are on duty or on leave anywhere within 
the State . 

( 3 ) Families of Government servant are entitled to medical 
attendance free of charge to the same extent as the Government servant 
himself except that they shall not be entitled to free medical attendance at 
their residence unless the Authorised Medical Attendant is of the opinion 
that the patient cannot be removed without grave risk to his/her health . 

5. Medical Attendance at Residence.- ( 1) Subject to the provision of 
sub - rule ( 3 ) all Gazetted Government servants are entitled to free 
medical attendance at their residences by the Authorised Medical 
Attendant. 

G.O ( P ) 664 dated 4-1-1964 . 
( 2 ) If the Authorised Medical Attendant certified that the condition 
of a patient entitled to free medical attendance under the rules is so 
serious that his removal to the Government Medical Institution is likely 
to cause serious deterioration in his condition , the patient will be entitled 
to medical attendance at his residence, notwithstanding the provisions in 
clause ( 1 ) above. This rule will also apply where there is no proper 
accommodation suitable to the status of the Government servant at the 
nearest appropriate Government Medical Institution . 

( 3 ) Cases of Medical attendance requiring hospitalisation will normally 
be referred to a Government Medical Institution by the Authorised Medical 
Attendant for admission . 

If hospitalisation is not considered necessary but the treatment is 
expected to be prolonged i.e., over a period of more than ten days, the 
patient should be referred to the out-patient departments of a Government 
Medical Institution by the authorised Medical Attendant at the earliest. 

In such cases where a patient is referred to a Government Medical 
Institution for treatment by the authorised Medical Attendant the 
medical authorities of the institution concerned may treat the patient 
at the out-patient department provided it is certified that the case did not 
require hospitalisation but is one of prolonged nature requiring medical 
attendance at the out -patient department spreading over a period of 
more than ten days . The Medical Officer -in -charge of the case at the 
out-patient department will be regarded as the authorised Medical 
attendant, who would inter-alia , advise hospitalisation in cases where 
It is required. 

If , in spite of the specific advice of the authorised Medical Attendant 
or the Medical Officer- in -charge of the case at the out -patient depart 
ment a patient does not seek admission in the Government Medical 
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Institution , the Authorised Medical Attendant the medical Officer -in -charge 
of the case should certify to this effect, while lasuing or countersigning 
the essentiality certificate which is necessary to be produced by the 
Government servant for the purpose of reimbursement. In guch cases 
no re - imbursement would be allowed. 

TL , however, owing to lack of accommodation, admission to Govern 
ment Medical Institution is not possible as advised by the Authorised 
Medical Attendant, re -imbursement of expenses incurred on treatment 
will be permissible to the extent otherwise admissible under the rules" .

A certificate to the effect that accommodation was not available 
in the Government Medical Institution shall be produced for claiming 
reimbursement. 

G.O.( P ) No. 664 |HLD dated 4-1-1964 
( 4 ) A. Medical Officer who attends on a patient entitled to free 
medical attendance at his residence or elsewhere , will be entitled to 
travelling allowance as for journeys on duty . 

6. Consultation with Specialists.--Persons entitled to free medical 
attendance under these rules are entitled to free medical attendance only 
of the Authorised Medical Attendant and for facilities available in 
Government Medical Institutions and such other institutions within the 
State or may be specified under Rule 8 ( 2 ) . Where the authorised Medical 
Attendant considers it necessary to consult a specialist, he can requisition 
the services of the nearest Specialist in Government service including 
Honorary Medical officers and such person shall comply with the requl 
sition . 

Note : ( 1 ) .- Government does not undertake to provide Government 
servants with services of Specialists except to the extent mentioned above. 

( 2 ) Free medical attendance under these rules is available either 
under Allopathic systems or under other systems of medicine like Homoeo 
pathy, Ayurveda etc. But no person will be entitled to free medical 
attendance under more than one system simultaneously . Clalms for reim 
bursement of medical expenses under these rules shall be acconipanied 
by a declaration in the form given below in addition to all other docu 
ments prescribed under the rules for the claim " .

7. Rembursement of expenditure incurred outside the Stute. - The 
expenditure incurred by a patient entitled to free medical attendance 
under these rules, on medical treatment when stationed or travelling on 
duty outside the State will be reimbursed subject to the following condi 
tions : 

( a ) The Director of Health Services should certify that the illness 
which necessitated the medical attendance was so sudden that immediate 
treatment was necessary and the treatment could not have awaited the 
return of the patient to the State. 

( b ) The charges claimed are considered reasonable having regard 
to the circumstances of the case. 

7.A. Reimbursement of expenditure incurred for " Special treatment" 
outside the State : 

The expenditure incurred by a patient entitled to free medical 
attendance under these rules for any special treatment obtained by hini! 
her out side the State but within India will be reimbursed subject to the 
condition that the Director of Health Services certifies : 

( 1) that there were no facilities in the State for such special 
treatment, 

( 11) that the nature of the disease warranted the special treatment

An attendant|escort will be entitled to travelling allowance both 
ways at the rates admissible under this rule to a member of family 
of the Government servant concerned provided. It is certified in writing 
by the Authorised Medical Attendant that it is unsafe for the patient 
to travel unattended and that an attendant escort is necessary to accom 
pany him /her to the place of treatment.

ment will be given preference and treated first . Among the Government 
servants inter seeking treatment at the out-patients Department, no 
preference shall be shown and the treatment will be on the basis of 
first -come first served , except that Police constables will be entitled to 
special priority. 

12. Preference for admission . - Government servants will be entitled to 
special preference for admission to the General or Special Wards of all 
Government Medical Institutions up to 5 % of the beds in the Institutions. 
They will not be liable to pay any charge in the General Wards . In 
pay wards, they shall pay 50 % of charges fixed for rent, light, fans, 
etc., and full diet charges .

ORDER 
In the G. O. read as 1st paper above, Government have ordered that 
In the case of N. G. Os. the Heads of Departments or Officers to whom 
powers have in this regard been delegated will sanction claims, for reim 
bursement of medical expenses incurred by Government servants. Subse 
quently as per G. Os. read as second , third and fourth papers above these 
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powers were delegated to the Heads of offices of the rank of Executive 
Engineers and above in the P. W. D., to the Principals of Engineering 
Colleges and Polytechnics in the Department of Technical Education and 
also to the District Collectors . 

It has now been brought to the notice of Government by several 
Heads of Departments and Officers that the procedure mentioned above 
creates difficulties and much avoidable delay in sanctioning claims of 
medical re-imbursement. The Secretary, Board of Revenue has in his 
letter read as 5th paper above, pointed out that as per the Madras Rules 
which were hitherto followed in the Malabar area , the Heads of offices 
i.e., the officers competent to countersign T. A. Bills of N.G.Os. are em 
powered to sanction claims of re-imbursement and that since the sanction 
ing authority in most of the cases will be in the District, sanction of 
claims could be had within a short period . The Board of Revenue has 
therefore, recommended that the procedure adopted as per the Madras 
Rules may be followed for sanctioning claims of medical re-imbursement 
of the State Government, Servants also . 

Government are pleased to accept the recommendation of the Board 
of Revenue in this regard . They are therefore pleased to delegate 
powers to officers who are competent to countersign T. A. Bills of Gazetted 
and non -Gazetted Officers to sanction claims of medical re- imbursement 
also. Before sanctioning the claims, the countersigning authorities should 
however see that the rules are strictly observed and the essentiality 
certificate checked with reference to the authenticated list of prepara 
tions, the cost of which is not admissible for re- imbursement .

ORDER 
In the G. O. read as fourth paper above, Government interalia 
ordered that in the case of Gazetted Officers other than Heads of Depart 
ments, the Head of the Department will sanction claims in respect of

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medical re - imbursement and the amount will be drawn in salary bill forms 
under authorisation from the Accountant General. 

The Accountant General in his letter read as fifth paper above 
pointed out that a pre-audit is not considered necessary and that it will 
be sufficient if the Gazetted Government servant is permitted to present 
his claim duly countersigned by his controlling officer for Travelling 
Allowance claims enclosing along with the bill the sanction which 
should be accorded only after exercising proper checks, that the claims 
are in order , with reference to the rules and that only time-barred claims 
need be pre- audited. It has also been brought to the notice of Govern 
ment that in the Medical Benefit Rules applicable to Central Government 
servants no such authorisation from the Audit Office is insisted and that 
the claims are presented duly countersigned by the controlling authority 
who is authorised to countersign the Travelling allowance claims of the 
Gazetted Government Servants . The Director of Health Services in his 
letter read as sixth paper above also has agreed to the suggestion of the 
Accountant General. 


Government have examined the question in all its aspects and are 
pleased to order that the claims of Gazetted Governments Servants includ 
ing Heads of Departments in respect of medical re- imbursement will be 
drawn in salary bill forms duly countersigned by the controlling authority 
who is authorised to countersign the Travelling Allowance claims. The 
G. O. read as fourth paper above will stand modified to the above extent.

RULES GOVERNING MEDICAL ATTENDANCE AND LEVY OF 
FEES IN GOVERNMENT MEDICAL INSTITUTIONS 

IN KERALA STATE 


1. Short title.These rules may be called " The Kerala Government 
Medical Institutions Admission and levy of fees rules" . 

2. Extent of application .-- These rules shall extend to the whole of 
the State of Kerala, in supersession of all other rules now applicable 
in this respect, provided that any claims which might have accrued under 
the existing rules shall be disposed of in accordance with those rules. 
Note.-- Government servants will be governed by the Kerala Government 

Servants Medical Attendance Rules, 1960, and these rules will 
apply only to the extent they are not inconsistent with the 
Kerala Government Servants Medical Attendance Rules , 1960 . 
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3. Persons entitled to free medical attendance .- ( 1) The following 
persons are entitled to free medical attendanco at all Government Medical 
Institutions: 

(a ) persons whose income from all sources is below Rs . 100 per 
month . 

(b ) disabled personnel from Defence Services. 
4. " Medical Attendance" means treatment as out-patient or in -patient 
in any Government institutions, whether Allopathic, Honocopathic and 
Ayurvedic , including free accommodation and diet in General Wards. 
It also includes Pathological, Bacteriological-Biochemical, X -ray or other 
clinical examination as are available at Government institution and are 
considered necessary by the Medical Officer attending on the patient. 

5. Admissions.--Subject to the provisions of the Kerala Government 
Servants Medical Attendance Rules, 1960 , preference will be given for 
admission in Government medical institutions to persons whose income 
is below Rs. 100 per mensem , provided that the Medical Officer in charge 
of the institution and attending on the patient certifies that in patient 
treatment is necessary in that particular case. 

6.Medical Attendants. It includes treatment and advice by the 
appropriate member on the staff of the medical institution including 
honorary Medical Officers, if any, attached to that institution .. No person 
not on the staff of the medical institution can visit and treat a patient 
in the hospital. Medical attendance given by members on the staff of 
the institution shall be free and no charges shall be levied from any 
individual in respect of such treatment except to the extent specifically 
provided in these rules. 

7. Supply of Medicines.- Patient seekin treatment in Government 
hospitals will be supplied with medicines and injections available in the 
hospital free of cost. Not more than two days medicines may be given 
to a patient to be taken home at a time, provided that the Medical Officer 
in charge of the hospital may depart from this rule at his discretion . 
In particular if any patient is resident at a considerable distance from the 
hospital, medicines for more than two days but to the extent considered 
necessary by the Medical Officer in charge may be issued at a time. 

8. Charges in General Wards. - Persons with an income of more than 
Rs. 100 per month admitted to General Wards of hospitals shall pay the 
following charges :

For persons with an income of less than Rs. 200 per month , Radio 
graphic examination where it is considered necessary by the Medical 
Officer in charge of the Government institution which the patient is 
attending shall be free . 
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7. Examinations at patients residents with portable. 

X - Ray.- Rates as per above schedule plus a special fee of Rs. 30 
for Barium Meal examination and Rs. 20 for all other examinations. 
Cost of transport of machine and T.A. and D.A. of Officers and staff 
will have to be paid by the patient in advance along with other dues. 

Note- (a ) Fractions of half a rupee should be corrected to the next 
higher half rupee in all cases: E.g. Rs. 1.25 will be treated as Rs. 2 . 
In cases requiring more than one Electro Cardiogram for Radiographic 
examination of the game part within a period of one month from the 
date of examination for which the patient has paid , subsequent examina 
tion will be charged for only at 50 % of the rates for initial examination . 
For cases requiring X -Ray or Electrical treatment supplementary sittings 
on a later occasion for the same disease will be given free for six months 
from the date of admission for initial course of treatment if found to be 
necessary. In criminal cases charged by Police, examination and treat 
ment will be free when requisitioned by Medical Officers. When private 
and Civil cases are sent by Judicial Officers on advice of M.Os. (as for 
determination of age, etc.) the rules will apply without concessions. 

( ii) The above fees will be levied from both inpatients (General 
and Pay Wards) and Outpatients . 

(lit) All requisitions should be for X -Ray examination and it should 
be left to the Radiologist to decide whether screening or radiography 
or both should be done to obtain the maximum useful information possible. 
Only requisitions from Government Medical Officers and registered Private 
Practitioner in Modern Medicine, will be accepted . 

(iv ) In case of paying patients, plates will be taken charging the 
rates for Radiography and given to the patients with report. When 
screening also is done for additional information , there will be no extra 
charge for screening in cases which have been charged the fee for Radio 
graphic examination. In the case of non -paying patients whether screen 
ing or Radiography is to be done, is left to the discretion of the Radio 
logist. Plates if taken will be Hospital property, and the patients will 
have no claim for the photos, only the report will be given to the patients . 
If non -paying patients, plates will be loaned to the Doctor concerned 
(including Registered Private Practitioners ) for reference and return . 
Loaned plates must be acknowledged in the despatch book. 

(v ) In the case of paying patients, where owing to unavoidable 
reasons (low stock of films, trouble with Radiographic part of the 
machine , etc.) , Radiography is not possible, screening will be done and 
charged as per Schedule attached. 

(vi) All requisitions should contain name, full address, monthly 
income and provisional diagnosis and should be for X -Ray examination 
without specifying whether Radiography or Screening should be done . 
But when the Medical Officer treating the case wants to check up the 
result by supplementary screening after the initial diagnosis examination 
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has been paid for, in full, requisition can be made for the screening pro 
vided it is stated therein that he is personally attending . 

(vii) In case the Medical Officer is not definite about the monthly 
total income of the patient, the latter may be asked to declare his monthly 
total income in writing : Full address is required for further investiga 
tion if necessary. In suspicious cases the Radiologist can also ask for 
a similar declaration to be signed and should take steps for investigation . 

( viii) When the income of the patient or head of the family is less 
than Rs. 200 and for all those who are entitled for free medical attendance , 
examination and treatment will be free in the X -Ray and Radium Depart 
ments. All other cases will be considered paying whether impatient or 
outpatient. 

( ix ) The fee for screening alone will be one third of the fee for 
Radiographic examination except in the case of Barium Meal and Barium 
examinations for which the fee will be half the rate for Radiographic 
examination. In cases of diseases of chest, fractures, etc., as repeated 
screening would be required sometimes over a long period , the charge 
for each supplementary screening during the whole course of treatment 
will be only half of the fee prescribed above after first screening has 
been charged in full. If the Medical Officer treating the case is not 
present at these supplementary screenings, the Radiologist has the option 
of screening or doing a Radiographic examination depending on the 
opinion as to better procedure for giving a correct report. In the latter 
case, rules for Radiographic examination will apply , irrespective of the 
previous payments for screening : 

11. Charges in the Public Health Laboratory.— The Superintendent, 
Public Health Laboratory , will render Laboratory services or supply 
biological preparations to those who make cash payment as per schedule 
of revised rates included as appendices hereto.. 

2. Requisitions for services and biological products should be made 
by a registered Medical Practitioner, exception being made with regard 
to Public Health Personnel of Government and local bodies working under 
the direction of qualified medical officers. 

3. In all cases cash payments should be made in advance except on 
requisition in writing by a medical practitioner binding himself personally 
for the payment and requesting that the bill may be sent to him . 

3A . When requisitions are received for repetitions of tests once 
paid for by a patient, such repetitions of tests will be done free for one 
week if daily repetitions are required ; in other cases three free repetitions 
of tests will be done within a month of the original test. 

4A . Services will be rendered free of charge , in the following 
cases : 

( a ) To all persons whose monthly income is below Rs. 200 provided 
the requisitioning medical practitioner certifies to that fact. 
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( b ) To all Government scrvants and their fanulicy ( wife , children . 
father, mother , brothers and sisters) actually dependent on thun , pro 
vided the requisitioning medical practitioner certifies to those facts. 

(c ) Requisitions from Public Health personnei for examination of 
materials for the diagnosis and control of communicable diseases. 

( d ) All inoculations and vaccinations done in the Laboratory 
except in cases where international certificates are required in which 
case the sanctioned fees will be levied . 

B. When the income is Rs. 200 or more fees shall be levied at the 
following rates: 

For income of Rs. 200-500 half the schedule rate . 

For income of above Rs. 500 fuil schedule rate . 
5. Anti-rabic vaccine will be supplied free of cost to the Animal 
Husbandry Department for the treatment of cattle and livestock belong 
ing to the public , of animals belonging to Government and of animals on 
remand by proper authorities . For the treatment of all other animais 
fees will be charged according to the schedule rates. 

6. The Superintendent will send bills to the medical practitioners 
according to the schedule of rates referred to above. 

7. Biologic products will not be supplied and services will not be 
rendered on requisition from a medical practitioner either private or in 
Government service when the arrears due from himn accumulate to Rs. 50 
or above . 

8 . The Superintendent shall prepare and submit to the controlling 
authority monthly statements of outstanding bills. 

9. Reminders for unpaid bills will be sent every month after the 
bill is sent. A fortnight after the third monthly reminder, action for the 
recovery will be taken promptly . Recovery in the case of private medical 
practitioners in defauit will be made under provisions of the Revenue 
Recovery Act . 

10. Vaccines will not be issued to commercial firnis for re-sale , but 
the managements may indent for vaccines for inoculating the personnel 
of the firms. 

11. Vaccines once issued will not be taken back ; nor time expired 
vaccine exchanged . 

12. All telegraphic and telephonic demands must be got confirmed 
by letters . 

13. The sale of biologicals to private agencies will be subject to the 
usual rates of sales -tax chargeable. 

14. Packing and postage will be charged for extra. Bottles and 
vials (ampoules excluded ) will also be charged for, but their cost will be 
deducted from the bills when the empty bottles and vials are returned.

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12. Medical certificates.- (a ) The medical officer who treats a patient 
may , on a written request issue a certificate noting the date of admission 
for treatment, date of discharge and diagnosis.

( c ) Receipts should be issued for the amounts realised 50 per cent 
of the amount realised shall be remitted to Government and the balance 
will be retained by the medical officer granting the certificate . 

13. Admission to T. B. Hospitals.- ( 1 ) No patient should come for 
admission to a Hospital or Sanatorium unless intimation regarding the 
availability of a bed is received by him from the authorities of the 
Hospital or Sanatorium . 

(2 ) Those who come without notice, are liable to be refused admis 
sion either for want of beds or if cases are considered unsuitable for 
admission . 

(3 ) No case from other Hospitals or Dispensaries should be sent to 
the T. B. Hospital or Sanatorium direct, but should be asked to attend 
the nearest T. C. Clinic , if such a Clinic is functioning within a reasonable 
distance. 

( 4 ) The opinion of the Director, Tuberculosis Institute or the Super 
intendent of the T.B. Institute shall be final with regard to the suitability 
of a case for admission and discharge . The method of treatment (Surgical . 
or otherwise ) to be given to the patient will be decided by the concerned 
Medical Officer with the consultation of the Medical Officer in charge of 
the institution and this decision shall be final. 

14. The following Biological preparations will be supplied from the 
Public Health Laboratory, Trivandrum free of cost during emergencies 
like Cholera Epidemics etc. to the Private Agencies who can help the 
speedy immunisation of the floating population . 

( 1 ) Anti Cholera vaccine. 
( 2 ) Anti Small-pox vaccine. 

The supplies shall be made through the District Medical Officers 
concerned and that the District Medical Officers should check and satisfy 
themselves that the supplies are properly used .

A. Rules for Admission to General Wards in T. B. Hospitals 

( 1 ) A separate Waiting List of all suitable cases should be main 
tained by each T. B. Institution 

G. 2038 
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( 2 ) Intimation regarding vacancies for admission will be sent to the 
patients direct by the Superintendent or Director of the respective insti 
tutions. Each patient will be given a time limit of five days for joining . 
If no reply is received within five days requesting extension of the time 
limit for joining, the name of the patient will be struck off the waiting 
list. 

On receipt of applications the time limit may be extended to a 
maximum of three weeks for admission . The authorities of the respective 
T. B. Institutions should send to the Assistant Director of Health Services 
( T. B.), Trivandrum at the end of every month , the serial numbers of 
patients who have been admitted and the serial number of patients whose 
names have been struck off the waiting list for non - receipt of reply and 
the serial numbers and addresses of patients newly taken to the waiting 
list . 


(3 ) Admission should be made strictly in the order of priority of 
entry in the Waiting list unless some emergency has occurred which 
requires immediate attention . 

( 4 ) Advanced cases , which have no chance of recovery should not 
be put on the waiting list. 

(5 ) Letters of recommendations received with regard to admission 
of patients direct to the T. B. institution should not be taken into consi 
deration , but if on an examination the cases are found to be suitable , they 
should be included in the waiting list and should take their turn along 
with other cases . 


(6 ) All Government servants including members of their families, if 
found suitable for admission , will be admitted immediately . Police cons 
tables will be given special priority over other Government servants. 

( 7) Advanced cases among Government servants should not be 
admitted unless it be for purposes of issue of Medical Certificates, invali 
dation certificates, etc. 

( 8 ) Patients sent from other Hospitals for admission should also be 
put on the waiting list and admitted according to seniority in the wait 
ing list. 


B. Rules for Admission to Special Wards and Pay Wards 
( 1 ) Heads of T. B. institutions will maintain a separate waiting list 
for admission in the special Wards, send necessary intimation to the 
patients and control their admission . 

( 2 ) A registration fee of Rs. 25 should be charged for including 
the name in the Waiting list for Special Wards and this amount should 
be remitted along with the application for admission . This amount will 
be adjusted towards Hospital stoppages, payable by the patient when 
admitted. If the patient does not turn up within 7 days of the receipt of 
intimation of the vacancy of a bed, and no extension of time is obtained 
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from the Head of the institution , the registration fee collected will be 
forfeited to Government and the bed will be given to the patient next 
in the waiting list. 

The Registration fee will be refunded in cases--- 

( a ) where the intimation of a vacancy of a bed is sent after three 
months from the date of registration and when the individual does not 
then propose to seek admission . 

( b ) when patients expire before the date of receipt of intimation 
regarding the availability of the beds or within 7 days from the date of 
receipt of such intimation . 

( 3 ) Government servants are exempted from the payment of re 
gistration fee of Rs. 25 at the time of registration, 

( 4 ) When Special Wards are not available, a cottage can be built 
by the authorities of the respective institutions provided that the patient 
is prepared to pay the cost of construction of the cottages. When a 
cottage is built on the expense of the patients in the Hospital Compound , 
the same shall be the Government property and the occupants have to 
leave them as they are at the time of their discharge and they have no 
claim for further admission in the same cottage specially constructed. 
A cottage should cost not more than Rs. 2,500 . 


c . Discharge of Patients 


( 1 ) The Superintendent or the Director of the Government T. B. 
Institution and the Medical Officers attached to the institutions will 
discharge patient who become chronic even though sputum is positive , 
thus making the vacant beds available for more suitable or early cases. 
In order to avoid complaints about the discharge of these patients, a com 
mittee consisting of the Seniormost three Medical Officers (including the 
Officer in charge) shou d be constituted and it should meet twice a month 
to decide on the discharge of patients. 

( 2 ) The cases found unsuitable at the time of admission for Sana 
torium type of treatment should be kept on for a reasonable period of 
observation and the Medical Officer should be empowered to discharge 
them on making certain that such patients are not likely to benefit by 
their stay in the institution any further . 


D. Mass Radiography Patients 
( 1) T. B. cases detected through mass radiography surveys shouid 
be included in a separate waiting list maintained for the purpose, and 
deserving cases may be admitted in Reserve Wards or Observation Wards . 
According to their turn in the order of priority, their names should be 
entered in the Waiting list for the Genera ! Wards and admitted in the 
General Wards or other Special Wards as the case wey be according to 
the order of their turns. 
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( 2 ) Fees should be levied from well-to-do patients , in the mass 
radiography also , as per rules. 

14. Anti Rabic Treatment. The Anti-Rabic Treatment will be regu 
lated by the rules and instructions contained in Appendix 24 of Travan 
core Financial and Account Code , Volume II . 

15. Medical Boards.- ( 1 ) The Director of Health Services may, on 
requisition , constitute a Medical Board for examination of any person . 
In such cases, the fees for examination as prescribed in these rules shall 
be collected from the party in advance. 

( 2 ) For examination by a Medical Board and issue of a medical 
certificate the fee shall be Rs. 16 . Of this , a sum of Rs. 4 shall be 
credited to Government and the balance will be divided equally among the 
3 persons constituting the Board .

(a) " Act” means the Kerala Municipalities Act, 1960 (Act 14 of 

1961) ; 
(b) " Commissioner" means the Commissioner of the Municipality 

appointed under section 19 of the Act ; 
(c) " Director” means the Director appointed under clause (13) of 

section 3 of the Act. 

Conditions for payment of grants -in -aid.- A Municipal Council 
may subject to the sanction of the Director, pay annual grants for the 
maintenance of public libraries and reading rooms subject to the following 
conditions viz : 
(i) The library or reading room shall not be in receipt of any grants . 

in - aid from the Government. 
(ii) The library or reading room shall have a standing of not less 

than 1 year. 
( iii ) The membership of the library or reading room and the 

facilities avilable at the library or reading room shall be open 

to all persons irrespective of caste, creed or community. 
( iv ) There shall be no political discremination in the matter of 

subscribing to dailies and other journals for the library or 

reading room , 
(v) At least a Librarian in the case of a library and an Attender in 

the case of a reading room shall be employed to be in charge 
of the institution . 
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(vi) The library or reading room shall have a set of well defined 

bye-laws to govern its membership , rights and duties of office 

bearers and conduct of business. 
(vii ) The library or reading room shall maintain registers as laid 

down by the Examiner of Local Fund Accounts and shall 
further maintain such other records or registers as may be 

required by the Municipal Council. 
(viii) The Municipal Commissioner or any other Officer authorised 

by him will have the right to visit the library or reading room 
during the usual working hours of the institution and inspect 
and examine the registers , records and accounts maintained 
therein . He shall also have the right to call for records, 
registers and accounts of the library or reading room for the 

purpose of examining them . 
( ix ) In the case of a library the annual expenditure for running 

the institution incurred from its own funds shall not be less 
than one hundred and twenty rupees and in the case of a 

reading room it shall not be less than sixty rupees. 
(x ) A minimum of 50 % of the grant shall be utilised for purchase of 

new books within a period of two months from the date of 
receipt of the grant and the balance shall be utilised for other 
purposes within three months. The institution will be eligible 
for any further grant only after the previous grant is utilised 
in accordance with this clause . Unspent balance , if any, shall 
be refunded to the Municipal Funds or it be adjusted in 

future grants . 
(xi) The accounts of the institution in respect of grants -in -aid shall 

be open to audit by the Examiner of Local Fund Accounts and 

his staff, 
4. Grants-in-aid for specific purposes : - A municipal council may besides 
an annual grant-in-aid pay with the sanction of the Director, special grants 
for specific purposes like purchase of furniture and other equipment to a 
public library or reading room . Such grant shall be disbursed only on 
production of records in proof of such purchases of furniture or equipments . 
In exceptional cases, the Commissioner may , however, dispense with such 
proof if he is satisfied that effective arrangements have been made for tho 
purchase for which the grant is to be paid . In cases in which any grant is 
not utilised for the purpose for which it is given , the amount shall be 
immediately refunded by the grantee failing which the Commissoner may 
recover the same from the person who received the grant as if it were an 
arrear of municipal dues,

Candidates belonging to other backward communities enjoying full ſee 
concession at school are exempted from payment of Examination fees for the 
first appearance only. Candidates belonging 10 Scheduled Castes Tribes and

payment of examination ſe s for the Second appearance also provided they 
appear for the Second chance within a period of Ihree years from their first 
appearance for the Examination .
